One hundred and fourteen men 
were entombed in the Benwood 
mine of the Wheeling Steel Cor­ 
poration at 7 :30 a. rn. today, it 
was announced. 
A gas explosion, th e exact n atu re 
of which has not yet been d eterm in ­ 
ed, occurred th irty m inutes after the 
men had gone to work. 
W orkers 
from 
all 
su rro u n d in g 
mines w ere bro u g h t to the Benwood 
m ine in autom obiles, and m ade p re­ 
p arations to go into th e mine. 
Mine 
rescue w ork cars from P ittsb u rg h 
arrived and rescue w ork was started. 
Officials of th e Benwood m ine had no 
details. 
One hundred tw enty-five men are 
know n to have gone into th e m ine a t 
7 a. rn. 
Eleven of these are said to 
have escaped th e explosion, b u t offi­ 
cials said th ey could tell b u t little. 
The m iners who escaped donned 
gas m asks and lead the searching 
parties back into th e m ine m outh. 
T h e explosion caused no fire, offi­ 
cials announced, 
w hich 
increased 
th e chances of th e entom bed 
being b ro u g h t o u t alive.

Benwood, W. Va., April 28.— 
One hundred and fourteen men 
were entombed in the Benwood 
mine of the Wheeling Steel Cor­ 
poration at 7:30 a. rn. today, it 
was announced. 
A gas explosion, the exact nature 
of which has not yet been determin­ 
ed, occurred thirty minutes after the 
men had gone to work. 
Workers 
from 
all 
surrounding 
mines were brought to the Benwood 
mine in automobiles, and made pre­ 
parations to go into the mine. 
Mine 
rescue work cars from Pittsburgh 
arrived and rescue work was started. 
Officials of the Benwood mine had no 
details. 
One hundred twenty-five men are 
known to have gone into the mine at 
7 a. rn. 
Eleven of these are said to 
have escaped the explosion, but offi­ 
cials said they could tell but little. 
The miners who escaped donned 
gas masks and lead the searching 
parties back into the mine mouth. 
The explosion caused no fire, offi­ 
cials announced, 
which 
increased 
the chances of the entombed men 
being brought out alive. 
The usual scenes attended the res­ 
cue work. Hundreds gathered around 
the mine mouth, many women and 
children among them.

Fifteen years ago April (I the Stars 
and 
Stripes were 
unfurled 
to 
the 
Arctic breezes by Hebert E. Henry 
when he discovered the North pole. 
On this historic date three lusty cheers 
were given by six human beings who 
stood atop the world. They were Com­ 
mander Teary, bls negro companion 
and assistant of many years. Matthew 
A. Henson, and four Eskimos, writes 
Lester A. Walton, In the New York 
World. 
Teary is dead. The Eskimos may or 
may not he. 
No one In the confines of 
civilization knows. 
Only Mentos is 
left to tell of tho winning fight with 
nature In the land of ice and snow; 
of the successful dash for the earth's 
point farthest north over n trnil of 
ever moving, drifting Ice, mountainous 
ridges, often more than IOO foot high, 
treacherous thin Ice and through open 
lnnes of water. 
Henson now has a 
clerical position In the New York cus­ 
tom house. 
"Sometimes when I think of nil we 
went through It seems hardly possl- 
ble," Matt Henson remarked as he 
talked 
on 
the 
momentary 
perils 
Teary and members of his party en­ 
countered before reaching the North 
pole. "W e hod one hair-raising experi­ 
ence after a n t h e r and looked deuth 
squarely In the face more than once. 
Were Almost Exhausted. 
"In our final dash for the pole our 
party consisted of Commander Teary, 
myself and our four Eskimo nttond- 
nuts. 
Captain Bartlett, after reach­ 
ing 88 degrees north, was the last to 
he sent back to headquarters, which 
was on April I. 
When he bade us 
goodby I said to the commander; ‘It 
looks as If we are the men ordained 
to unlock the doors that have held the 
mysteries of the Arctic for centuries.' 
“Ills only reply w as; ‘Yes; I only 
wish I were In as good condition as 
you." 
* 
“On our last lap we were getting an 
average of four hours sleep out of 
twenty-four. On the Inst day we put 
In eighteen hours without a wink cf 
sleep. We were almost exhausted. 
I 
fait I could not go another mile. W b 
stopped and built tile igloos. 
Com- 
maiidw' Teary unloaded his sledge and 
took out his old silk Hag. T his, my 
boy,’ he said to me, "Is to be the last 
and most northerly camp on earth. It 
will be named Camp Morris K. Jesup.’ 
" 'Cud It be that we have come to 
the end of our trail?’ I asked myself. 
With that thought In mind I tempo­ 
rarily forgot about the extreme cold. 
I glanced at the commander and saw 
that he was visibly affected. Ile fas­ 
tened the silk flag to the staff and 
placed it on the top of his Igloo. Then 
he said: ‘Let’s give three cheers to 
Old Glory,’ which we did with nil the 
strength we could summon, the Eski­ 
mos joining In. 
"We stayed 36 hours at the North 
pole. Four sets of observations were 
taken. On April C>, we had very little 
slqcp as It wps too cold to sleep. 
I 
remember It was on April 7. when 
Commander Teary gave orders to build 
n snow-shleld to protect him from the 
drift of surface snow. I was certain 
be was about to toke on observation. 
We handed blin the pan of mercury 
and he lay fiat on his stomach taking 
elevation and making notes. From tile 
look on his farce I was satisfied we 
had finally accomplished our mission. 
29 Balow at the Pole. 
"I was in the act of congratulating 
him when the wind blew something In 
bls eyes and he turned his fare aside. 
Orders were given not to allow him 
to sleep more than four honrs as ha 
wanted to make another observation 
four miles away. 
I dropped off to 
sleep with the therm ometer at 21) de­ 
grees below zero. 
"Upon Commander Peary's return 
from his observation a few’ miles dis­ 
tant from our igloos, he said to me 
enthusiastically: 
‘We 
will 
put

Stars and Stripes at the North Pole.’ 
This we did with a vim, unfurling Old 
Glory on top of a piece of Ice. Then 
I knew’ full well history 
had 
been 
made for science aud for .America." 
Peary gave his life In the interest of 
science, Is the opinion of "M att” lien 
son. 
"H e Is dead today because of 
the trip to the North pole. Some of 
the trials and tribulations met, not 
merely now and then, but continuous­ 
ly, 
are 
Indescribable. 
When 
we 
rw ch ed the ship Roosevelt our change 
in physical appearance was startling. 
I looked In my glass, which reflected 
the face of an old wizened man. 
I 
left the United States weighing 150 
pounds 
and 
returned 
tipping 
the 
scales at 110." 
The Hensons were living at No. 117 
E ast Eighty-fourth street, New York, 
in October, 1909, and when Henson 
walked Into his house his wife did 
not know’ him and ordered him out 
Ile had difficulty convincing her as 
to his Identity. It was some time be­ 
fore he regained his former weight 
and his face lost the wrinkles and 
other distinguishing marks made by 
the ravages of Polar life. 


When P^ary mad^ his perilous trip 
of 413 miles from Cape Columbia to 
the North pole over 
an 
Sco-covered 
ocean the other members of the party 
besides Henson we^e Prof. Donald B 
MacMillan 
of 
Massachusetts, 
Capt 
Robert Bartlett. Dr. John W. Good- 
sell, Prof. Marvin and George Borup, 
who was only twenty-one years old 
'Captain Bartlett and Doctor Good 


members March I, 1909. when n heavy 
gale of wind was blowing and there 
were not ten minutes during the dny 
but what some pnrtf of their body 
would not freeze. The wind was Mow­ 
ing at the rate of fifty miles an hour. 
Henson, recalls how members of the 
party were delayed six days by the 
Big Lead, a stretch of w ater five miles 
wide. llnving no boat they could not 
cross It. 
At the end of six days It 
froze over sufficiently for them to 
toke off snow* shoes and cross the Ice 
"bear fashion" in order not to break 
through. 
The return trip to Cape Columbin 
Is 
referred 
to 
by 
Henson as one 
crowded with excitement and constant 
dnnger. Although Commander Peary's 
condition wns such that be had to l*e 
carried on his sledge practically all 
the time, he was still the heart aud 
bend of the party. 
After seventeen 
days of suffering, both mental and 
physical, the six men's hearts were 
made glad by sight of land. 
Learn of CosVs Claim. 
Tho distance from Cape Columbin 
to Cape Sheridan where the steamer 
Roosevelt was anchored was ninety 
miles. It was April 25 when the ship 
was sighted. There was a great ro« 
union when the boat was reached. In 
the midst of It news of Marvin’* death 
was made known, casting a dumper 
on the auspicious occasion. 
Although eager to get hack to civ­ 
ilization mid broadcast the now’* of 
bls great feat, Henry wns unable to 
leave Cape Sheridan until July, as tin* 
Roosevelt 
was 
Icebound 
and 
could 
not break through. 
The 
time 
wns 
spent hunting musk oxen and reindeer. 
July 25, BHD, was a dny of rejoic­ 
ing, for Ute Roosevelt was able to ex­ 
tricate Itself from Its Icy mooring and 
make some little headway "by drifting. 
It wns not, however, until August 4 
that the ship reaclt^l open irater and 
was able to sail under full stenm. At

The 
boys are positive In the statement 
and my own boys, Ootah and Ooquenh, 
have talked to them also and get tim 
same replies. 
‘The commander and the rest of us 
are in tile humor to regard Mr. Whit­ 
ney as a person who has been hood­ 
winked.

PRAYER FOR HIS MATE 


Woodcutter Makes Long Trip to Get 
Medicine for Injured Com­ 
panion. 


A man in the garb of a wo«Klcutter 
walked up the aisle to the tiny Gospel 
chapel on South street, Ballston Spa, 
near Schenectady, N« Y., and whis­ 
pered to the minister, wits WM leading 
bls congregation in prayer. 
The clergyman told his people the 
stranger bud begged their prayers. 
"He walked 20 miles un snow shoes to 
get nijl for a man Injured In the wood*," 
the leader said. "Now he asks thut we 
petition God to give bim strength to 
get back with the medicine he has Just 
obtained from Doctor Tost, 
lits trail 
is through the snowloeked country to 
Lake Desolation." 
The minister then told an epic of 
the woods. 
During ttie worst of a storm recent­ 
ly, Aaron Feulner drawing logs on 
Glass Factory mountain, eight miles 
from the lake, was felled by a trtv. 
No m ads were open. 
He was taken 
to a woodcutter’s shanty and Rudolph 
Removich sot out on snowshoes for 
Ballston Spa, tile nearest settlement 
where medical help could he found. 
By evening he was at a doctor’s 
door. 
Describing the Injuries of the 
man, who was unconscious with a 
fractured skull, he w’as Instructed by 
the physician, who gave him medicine, 
which he hoped would ease the suffer 
cr until Hie roads were broken for 
passage of a sleigh. 
Later Hector 
Tost was told by telephone that the 
patient wus no better. 
He advised 
an effort to bring him out of tho 
woods. 
Logging tennis were hitched and 
the heavy horses broke open the drift 
od mountain roads. 
A sleigh followed, 
bearing 
Feulner 
In 
blankets. 
Tile 
faith of the logger may he rewarded. 
Feulner, while severely hurt, has 
chance. 


The Teary party sighted Labrador 
September 4, and It w8»s from Indian 
harbor timt tile commander Hushed 
tile message. "Stars and Stripes nulled 
to the North pole." 
Teary is characterized by Henson as 
a most courageous man, whose dom­ 
inant trait wus persistently coupled 
with fortitude. 
T he negro explorer 
tells with undisguised admiration of 
the manner in which the commander 
lost all Hie toes on both feet except 
tho small one on the left foot in 181)8. 
Discovery of the North pols was the 
culmination of seven unsuccessful a t­ 
tempt^, says Henson. The eighth was 
the only one In which the commander 
and his assistant did not on several 
occasions face starvation. At times it 
was necessary to kill the dogs, eat 
some and feed the remainder to the 
other dogs. 
Henson's first trip lo 
the 
Arctic 
zone was In 3891, when he aceom 
panled Peary to Greenland. "Before 
it was finally decided that I should go, 
I was instructed to see a Philadelphia 
physician and undergo an examine 
Hon," said Henson. 
"My 
test 
was 
ninety five. 
It 
was 
found that my 
respiration 
was 
slower, 
my 
pulse 
slower and my tem perature one-tenth 
higher than normal. The doctor said 
I would he the longest liver In the 
party and his predictions came true. 
Henson 
first 
went 
to 
work 
for 
Peary as a valet, accompanied him to 
the. Panam a canal where the lattcr’s 
services 
were 
required 
as 
a 
civil 
engineer with rank of second lleuten 
ant in the United States navy. 
Henson was bom on the Potomac In 
d ia rie s county, Maryland, fifty-seven 
years ago. 
Shortly after their return to the 
United States from their trip to the

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THE NORTH POLE 


Peary’s Aid Tells of Great 
Discovery on Fifteenth 
Anniversary. 


Fifteen years ago April 6 the Stars 
and 
Stripes were unfurled 
to the 
Arctic breezes by Robert E. Peary 
when he discovered the North pole. 
On this historic date three lusty cheers 
were given by six human beings who 
stood atop the world. They were Com­ 
mander Peary, his negro companion 
and assistant of many years, Matthew 
A. Henson, and four Eskimos, writes 
Lester A. Walton, in the New York 
World. 
Peary is dead. The Eskimos may or 
may not be. No one in the confines of 
civilization knows. 
Only Henson is 
left to tell of the winning light with 
nature In the land of Ice and snow; 
of the successful dash for the earth's 
point farthest north over a trail of 
ever moving, drifting ice, mountainous 
ridges, often more than IOO feet high, 
treacherous thin ice and through open 
lnnes of water. 
Henson now bas a 
clerical position in the New York cus­ 
tom house. 
‘‘Sometimes when I think of a1! we 
went through it seems hardly possi­ 
ble,” M att Henson remarked as he 
talked 
on 
the 
momentary 
perils 
Peary and members of his party en­ 
countered before reaching the North 
pole. “We had one hair-raising experi­ 
ence after a n th e r and looked death 
squarely in the face more than once. 
Were Almost Exhausted. 
"In our final dash for the pole our 
party consisted of Commander Peary, 
myself and our four Eskimo attend­ 
ants. 
Captain Bartlett, after reach­ 
ing 88 degrees north, was the last to 
be sent back to headquarters, which 
was on April I. 
When he bade us 
goodby I said to the commander: *Tt 
looks as lf we are the men ordained 
to unlock the doors that have held the 
mysteries of the Arctic for centuries.’ 
“His only reply was: ‘Yes; I only 
wish I were in as good condition as 
you.” 
“On our last lap we were getting an 
average of four hours sleep out of 
twenty-four. On the last day we put 
In eighteen hours without a wink cf 
sleep. We were almost exhausted. I 
felt I could not go another mile. We 
stopped and built the igloos. 
Com­ 
mander Penry uidoaded his sledge and 
took out his old silk flag. ‘This, my 
boy,’ he said to me, “is to be the last 
and most northerly camp on earth. It 
will be named Camp Morris K. Jesup.’ 
“ ‘Can it be that we have come to 
tho end of our trail?' I asked myself. 
With that thought in mind I tempo­ 
rarily forgot about the extreme cold. 
I glanced at the commander and saw 
that he was visibly affected. He fas­ 
tened the silk flag to the staff and 
placed it on the top of his igloo. Then 
he said: ‘Let’s give three cheers to 
Old Glory,’ which we did with all the 
strength we could summon, the Eski­ 
mos Joining In. 
“We stayed 36 hours at the North 
pole. Four sets of observations were 
taken. On April 6, we had very little 
sleep as it was too cold to sleep. I 
remember it was on April 7, when 
Commander Peary gave orders to build 
a snow-shiehl to protect him from the 
drift of surface snow. I was certain 
be was about to toke an observation. 
We handed him the pan of mercury 
and he lay flat on his stomach taking 
elevation and making notes. From the 
look on his face I was satisfied we 
had finally accomplished our mission. 
29 Below at the Pole. 
"I was in the act of congratulating 
him when the wiad blew something In 
bls eyes and ho turned his face aside. 
Orders were given not to allow him 
to sleep more than four honrs as he 
wanted to make another observation 
four miles away. 
I dropped off to 
sleep with the thermometer at 29 de­ 
grees below zero. 
“Upon Commander Peary’s return 
from his observation a few miles dis­ 
tant from our igloos, he said to me 
enthusiastically: 
'We 
will 
put 
tile 
Stars and Stripes at the North Pole.’ 
This we did with a vim, unfurling Old 
Glory on top of a piece of ice. Then 
I knew full well history had been 
made for science aud for America.” 
Peary gave his life in the interest of 
science, Is the opinion of “M att” Hen­ 
son. 
“He is dead today because of 
the trip to the North pole. Some of 
the trials and tribulations met, not 
merely now and then, but continuous­ 
ly, 
are 
Indescribable. 
When 
we 
ranched the ship Roosevelt our change 
in physical appearance was startling. 
I looked In my glass, which reflected 
the face of an old wizened man. I 
left the United States weighing 150 
pounds 
and 
returned 
tipping 
the 
scales at 110.” 
The Hensons were living at No. 117 
East Eighty-fourth street, New York, 
In October, 1909, and when Henson 
walked into his house his wife did 
not know him and ordered him out. 
Ile had difficulty convincing he?* as 
to his Identity. It was some time be­ 
fore he regained his former weight 
and his face lost the wrinkles and 
other distinguishing marks made by 
the ravages of Polar life.

“Professor MacMillan and I have 
talked to his two boys and have 
learned there is no foundation in fact 
for such a statem ent and the captain 
and others of the expedition have 
questioned them. If they were out on 
the ice of the Arctic ocean it was 
only for a short distance, not more 
than twenty or twenty-five miles. The 
boys are positive In the statem ent 
and my own boys, Ootab and Ooquenh, 
have talked to them also and get the 
same replies. 
“The commander and the rest of us 
are In the humor to regard Mr. Whit­ 
ney as a person who has been hood­ 
winked. We know Dr. Cook very well, 
also his reputation, and we know that 
he was never good for arbtrn! day’s 
w ork; in fact, he was not up to the 
average, and he is no hand at all In 
making the most of his resources. He 
probably has spun this yarn to Mr. 
Whitney and the boatswain to m ake 
himself look big to them 


The Teary party sighted Labrador 
September 4, and It w%s from Indian 
harbor that the commander flashed 
the message, “Stars and Stripes nailed 
to the North pole. 
Peary is characterized by Henson as 
a most courageous man, whose dom­ 
inant trait was persistently coupled 
with fortitude. 
The negro explorer 
tells with undisguised admiration of 
the manner In which the commander 
lost all the toes on both feet except 
the small one on the left foot In 1898. 
Discovery of the North polo was the 
culmination of seven unsuccessful at­ 
tempts, says Henson. The eighth was 
the only one in which the commander 
and his assistant did not on several 
occasions face starvation. At times it 
was necessary to kill the dogs, eat 
some and feed the remainder to the 
other dogs, 
Henson’s first trip to the Arctic 
zone was in 1891, when he accom­ 
panied Peary to Greenland.

Maple syrupy as some of the magazines state, may tx- becom­ 
ing a mythical quantity, but it is not so in this section where An­ 
ion Mahlum still harvests the liquid in his sugar bush on the nar­ 
row’ point of land between North Ixing and Round lakes, on the 
vary site where Chief Hole-in-the-Day and his companions an­ 
nually performed the exploit in the early history of this territory. 
I nder Mr. Mahlum’s guidance, and fostered by a progres­ 
sive spirit, modern machinery has been installed to boil the -<ap, 
there is method in collecting the sap and in preparing it for mar- 
kc?t • At considerable expense Mr. Mahlum installed a Grimm 
Manufacturing company improved sap evaporator and added 500 
new pails. 
This year 2,400 pails were attached to trees in the 
sugar bush and five men spent their time collecting it. The pails 
bold from 8 to IO quarts. The sap running season extended from 
April 5 to April 26. A commodious building houses the machinery. 
Tamarack wood is used for fuel, generating an even heat. 
The 
sap boils And runs from one set to another of evaporators until 
it emerges at length in the shape of the desired syrup. 
It is run 
off into cans holding a gallon ‘each and in such shape may be pur­ 
chased in Brainerd stores handling the Mahlum product. 
The Mahlum sugar bush is believed to be one of the most ex­ 
tensive in this sect ion of the 10,000 lakes. It is entered by a road­ 
way laid out originally by Chief Hole-in-the-Day, and according to 
Indian habit dodges in and around the tress and hasn’t over a 
quarter of a block of staight road in the whole stretch.’ It is one 
of the most beautiful roads of lls kind in the state, winding in and 
out the nol lo tret s of the forest, and these woods, by the way, are 
first and not second growth timber. There one finds white pine. 
Norway*, elm, birch, ash, ironwood, maple; etc., all preserved in 
their original grandeur. The grounds have been cleared until the 
whole section resembles a park. A section of the Hound lake shore 
has been platted and many summer homes are tieing built in Sun­ 
set View, as Mr. Mabton bas named it.

M aple syrup, as some of the magazines state, may be becom­ 
ing a mythical quantity, but it is not so in this section where An­ 
ton Mahlum still harvests the liquid in his sugar bush on the nar­ 
row point of land between North Long and Round lakes, on the 
very site where Chief Hole-in-the-Day and his companions an­ 
nually performed the exploit in the early history of this territory. 
tinder Mr. Mahlum’s guidance, and fostered by a progres­ 
sive spirit, modem machinery has been installed to boil the sap, 
there is method in collecting the sap and in preparing it for mar- 
lect 
At considerable expense Mr. Mahlum installed a Grimm 
Manufacturing company improved sap evaporator and added 500 
new pails. 
This year 2,400 pails were attached to trees in the 
sugar bush and five men spent their time collecting it. The pails 
hold from 8 to IO quarts. The sap running season extended from 
April 5 to April 20. A commodious building houses the machinery. 
Tamarack wood is used for fuel, generating an even heat. 
The 
sap boils and runs from one set to another of evaporators until 
it emerges at length in the shape of the desired syrup. 
It is run 
off into cans holding a gallon-each and in such shape may be pur­ 
chased in Brainerd stores handling the Mahlum product. 
The Mahlum sugar bush is believed to be one of the most ex­ 
tensive in this section of the 10,000 lakes. It is entered by a road­ 
way laid out originally by Chief Hole-in-the-Day, and according to 
Indian habit dodges in and around the tress and hasn’t over a 
quarter of a block of staight road in the whole stretch. * It is one 
of the most beautiful roads of its kind in the state, winding in and 
out the noble trees of the forest, and these woods, by the way, are 
first and not second growth timber. There one finds white pine, 
Norways, elm, birch, ash, ironwood, maple; etc., all preserved in 
their original grandeur. The grounds have been cleared until the 
whole section resembles a park. A section of the Round lake shore 
has been platted and many summer homes are being built in Sun­ 
set View, as Mr. M^itonr has named it.
